One thousand students held an impromptu rally on the steps of the Art Building Friday 
at which students, faculty and administration representatives spoke on last week's events. 

Earlier in the 
Gray, a lecturer 



day Stanley 
In political 
science, and Paul Joseph, a stu- 
dent, were arrested in connection 
with Thursday night's demons- 
tration outside the Administra- 
tion Building. 

The two were charged with 
common assault and sent for 
preliminary hearing on December 
1. They have been released on 
S50 ball. 

Academic Vice-Principal Mi- 
chael Oliver spoke twice during 
the rally. He urged students who 
were interested In restoring the 
university to "academic calm" to 
leave the rally. He added that 
the Administration recognized 
students' rights to discuss 
grievances, and indicated that 
considerable restraint had been 
used by the officials In handling 
the situation. 

After the Students for a De- 
mocratic University officially 
withdrew their support from the 
demonstration Wednesday night 
about 30 Individual students re- 
mained, in the Administration 
Building to demand that charges 
against three Dally staffers be 
dropped. 

According to a joint statement, 
issued Friday by Principal Ro- 
bertson and Students' Society 
President Peter Smith, "the 
Building Director of the Univer- 
sity read to the students in the 
Principal's office, Article 23 (a) 
of the Code Of Student Discipli- 
nary Procedures. This article 
empowers the Administration of- 
ficer of the Building to require 
persons whose presence is likely 
to be detrimental to good order 
to leave the Building and 
grounds." 
- When the students refused to 
leave, Dean of Students C. D. 
Solin and Dr. Oliver proceeded 
to hand the students summonses 
to appear before the Committee 
on Student Discipline "to ans- 
wear for a violation of the order 
which they had received." 



Victor Rabinovitch, Internatio- 
nal Vice-President of l'UGEQ, 
said at Friday's rally that "a 
high-ranking member of the Ad- 
ministration" had asked the union 
to keep out of the affair as some 
of the McGill staff members were 
"putting pressure on Dr. Robert- 
son", relieve the situation. 

Professor Charles Taylor, on 
leave from the department of 
Political Science, spoke to the 
students about "the need to re- 
turn to a sense of basic objec- 
tives." 

Two distinct issues must be 
dealt with, he said. "We have 
to get through the incidents con- 
cerning the Daily with a mini- 
mum of casualties. And we have 
to sit down and work out decent 




The Judicial Commit- 
tee will sit tonight at 8 
pm in Room 202 of 
Chancellor Day Hall, the 
Law Building, to consider 
whether publication of 
the Realist reprint In the 
Daily of Friday, Novem- 
ber 3, constituted "an act 
~o£Jwd_faith 
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arrangements between the stu- 
dents and the Administration, so 
as to allow the students to run 
their affairs." 

"If we want to keep the police 
off campus," Taylor * said, "we 
must keep a certain minimum 
of respect and order on the 
campus." 

Taylor, Law Dean Maxwell Co- 
hen and Professor Laurier La- 
Pierre all agreed that the week's 
happenings had been a profound 
experience but should never 
again occur at McGill. 

This feeling was also evident 
in the Robertson-Smith statement: 
"We are sickened by last night's 
events, and we are sure that the 
University and all of us will

Pelletier rejects 
separate Quebec

Gerard Pelletier told the McGill Conference on World 
Affairs Saturday that Increased cultural relations between 
Quebec and France are both inevitable and necessary. 

The Parliamentary Assistant to External Affairs Minister 
Paul Martin said, "Six million French Canadians live in a North 
American society consisting of about 200 million English-speaking 
people. Their culture cannot survive without help from France". 

Pelletier strongly opposed an independent Quebec on the 
grounds that it would increase the influence of the United States 
both In Canada and Quebec. "We must not cut ourselves up so 
that we can be easily devoured by the ogre." 

All members of the panel agreed with DIomcde Catroux of 
the French foreign Ministry who felt that the whole affair had 
been blown wildly out of proportion. He said, "The president 
had no intention of interfering in Canada's domestic affairs." 

Professor James Eayrs of the University of Toronto felt dc 
Gaulle's actions were consistent with his general foreign policy. 
He said that "the move was planned and premeditated. Charles 
de Gaulle was originally a tank commander, and he learned his 
tactics in a tank battalion, and this is evident in his diplomacy. 
Considering his information on conditions In Canada his reactions 
are hardly surprising." -" 

Charles Hernu, Secretary-General of the opposition in France 
emphasized that relationships between Quebec and Ottawa "arc 
the business of Canadians and solely Canadians." 

The view of Daniel Johnson's government, as presented by 
Jacques L'Allier, was that the incident clarified the liaison be- 
tween Quebec and Paris. "Now the issue is clearer and out in 
the open. Ottawa realizes that -more Intimate cultural relations 
between French Canadians and France will take place and that 
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these will be for the benefit of both Quebec and all of Canada." 

Pelletier explained the furor caused by dc Gaulle's statements 
in terms of the existing situation. "It is evident that the two 
races arc not entirely happy living together. However, we arc 
condemned to live together. What we arc actually doing Is kick- 
ing each other through Dc Gaulle." 

M. Catroux made an impassioned closing speech calling not 
only for closer ties between Quebec and Paris but also between

TORONTO (CUP) - University of Toronto has it. Western 
has it. Waterloo has it. And now York University has the Pill. 

Dr. H.J. Wheeler, director of the University health services, 
said "In my own private general practice, I do give out birth con- 
trol Information and tablets to those desiring it, but this is based 
on my discretion, having an Interview with the patient and con- 
ducting an examination." 

"In my office at the health services, which Is a form of general 
practice I will" follow the same procedure, unless advised to the 
alternative by the University," said Dr. Wheeler. 

"As far as I understand, the University has a negative stand on 
birth control measures and the dissemination of information con- 
cerned since it is against the law," he added. 

President Murray Ross, questioned about the official university 
policy on birth control said the Issue Is "entirely in the hands of the 
medical profession. It depends on the doctor and the patient." 

Psychological services feels It Is part of their responsibility to 
provide students with information on birth control. 

A poll of over 100 York students showed 100 percent were In 
favor of free access to birth control Information from some organ- 
ization on campus; 78 percent were In favour of the distribution of 
birth control devices from a campus outlet. Of the students Inter- 
viewed, 76 percent said they would ask for Information and devices 
If they were available. 
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Historian disputes 
Chinese intentions

"I do not believe that the Chinese have any aggressive 
Intentions". This is the theory of Dr. Owen Lattimore, whose 
address Friday concluded the Afro-Asian Conference Series 
sponsored by Loyola's History Department. 
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Speaking In "the Cultural Re- 
volution in China", Lattimore 
said, "there's been a rash of ar- 
ticles predicting a relapse in 
China, resulting in local war- 
lordism. If anything can be 
predicted correctly, it is that no- 
thing of the sort will happen." 
The disturbances, he thought, 
were just side slips accompany- 
ing the main cultural and politi- 
cal changes. "Things are bound 
to get out of hand when some- 
thing of this sort is started by 
the Party. 

"The cultural revolution in 
China has its roots in the fact 
that the Chinese are very cons- 
cious of their culture and em- 
phasized it. The revolution is es- 
sentially a struggle between the 
proletarian culture and one 
which they call bourgeois. 

"About the possibility of a 
US-Chinese confrontation," Lat- 
timore said, "the Chinese in 
case of war would just have to 
sit tight, like the North Viet- 
namese,' till the ferocity of the 
Americans, like that of the 
Japanese, wears out."

was to Institute a Council of 
European Nations. 

Fontaine stressed the two dis- 
similar concepts that were born 
in France — "the left which was 
International and the right which 
was national monarchy". He said 
Dc Gaulle tried to to away with 
ideological patriotism and to 
make no distinction between the 
right and the left. "He re-estab- 
lished the mainspring of nation- 
al feeling". 

Fontaine said Great Britain 
has done everything to sabotage 
the European undertaking. 
"France has been accepted as 
•leader in the Common Market 
and as long as Dc Gaulle Is in 
power Britain will not enter the 
Common Market". 

"Dc Gaulle has no predecessor 
or Inheritor, but the role he can 
play is ncaring an end", stressed 
Fontaine. "He is too much the 
inheritor of French pride to be 
able to take his place on an equal 
basis in a European Institution."

bear its scars for a considerable 
time to come. To escalate this 
situation would be an act of the 
most gross irresponsibility. 

"We must restore that atmos- 
phere which the pursuit of learn- 
ing requires. Changes in the stu- 
dent role in the University must 
be discussed and when agreement 
is reached should be applied in 
the shortest time possible." 

Professor John Shinglcr of the 
Department of Political Science 
has formed the Gray-Joseph legal 
defense committee to accumulate 
evidence and financial support 
for the defense of the two charg- 
ed with assault.

Before all this happened, this university 
functioned as all universities do. It was 
an organization that managed to maintain 
an even keel because of wholesale systems 
of informal communtcattion and action. 

But then the crisis flared. Extraneous and 
unpredictable forces began to impinge on 
and influence these systems and they tight- 
ened up. 

Before anyone knew it, the only way to 
communicate was through the formal chan- 
nels : letters, notes, and charges. In an at- 
tempt to control random elements, everyone 
maintained formality to ensure no contamin- 
ation. 



Tips were ignored — as they had never 
been in the past — because no one knew 
where they were coming from. Feelers were 
summarily rejected. And so the rules were 
rigidly enforced. 

That's where jurisdictional conflict came 
in — no one had gone formal before. No one 
knew who controlled whom. 

And so, given a total lack of any com- 
prehensive flexible policy on just what this 
place is, the crisis situation became the 
focal point. 

Everyone was dealt an unplayable hand 
and proceeded to play it rather than throw 
it in. 

And now everyone lives from day to day, 
from meeting to meeting, from demonstraV 
tion to demonstration. Through all this, key 



people are selected as information distribu- 
tors for all parties, but no one believes them 
— we are all going formal and they are in- 
formal agencies. And yet there is still this 
frantic attempt to sound key people out to 
get vital information and synthesize it. 

And so confrontation goes on in one form 
or another while everyone waits it out. What 
we will get out of it is either a superpower- 
ful administration or a student power group 
flushed with success. 

But what we need is an area of libraries 
and lecture halls which the entire academic 
community controls. Where no one has ex- 
clusive interests to maintain and no one is 
so utterly powerless that they feel that they 
must break down doors to be heard. 

We have to know — and all of us must 
decide — what administration, teachers and 
students can and cannot do. Those key 
people cannot decide, they fail in times of 
crisis. 

And we have to make confrontation im- 
possible — the system becomes far too rigid 
and mindless. 

We are all important here — at least we 
think we are — and if roughshod politics des- 
troy some of us, nothing is gained. 

We have to get at rigidity and intoler- 
ance. If the university cannot overcome its 
communications problem, who can ?

Idea of 
a University 

Sir, 

Of the facts pointed up by 
the present Dally crisis, the 
most obvious is this: students 
here at McGill — and I as 
'qne of them — know very . 
little about what the sociolo- 
gist (and increasingly political 
scientists) might call the "struc 
tural- • functional" make-up of 
their university. 

"J'accuse" Students for a De- 
mocratic University, but even 
more so Arts students in ge- 
neral, for failing to make use 
of the most elementary techni- 
que for gaining a perspective on 
the institution of McGill Uni- 
versity, a technique urged upon 
Arts students in almost every 
language, sociology, anthropo- 
logy, and political science (with 
the exception perhaps of Pol 
Sc. 361) course, namely, the 
comparative approach. To com- 
pare McGill, however, with 
other colleges and universities 
throughout the world assumes 
that one knows something about 
McGill and then one find out 
about other institutions of 
"higher education." On that 
score, how many students have 
paid attention to the directive 
to read the Students' Society 
Constitution or the suggestion 
to read the other information 
in the Student Handbook (I am 
thinking here especially of 
Mark Wilson's well performed 
explanation of certain leftist 
"Key Concepts," e.g., student 
syndicalism, on pp. 44 to 47 of 
that book)? On the other hand, 
I have seen no attempt on the 
part of the Dally, within whose 
pages I have found some very 
exicitlng articles this year and 



last, to educate the campus 
via a comparative or rclativistic 
viewpoint, drawn either from 
history or from contemporary 
institutional models, about Mc- 
Gill's particular "gestalt" or 
pattern of institutional ele- 
ments. The emphasis has rath- 
er been on an unimpressive and 
superficial study of McGill and 
its role in the larger commu- 
nity in isolation. 

A step in the right direction 
might bo to read John New- 
man's Idea of a University 
(a book sluffed off by most 
English students who must read 
it by requirement as irrele- 
vant), a classic which describes 
English universities of the past 
century, or other works on the 
same subject. Another step 
might be some publication or 
programs of an analysis of Mc- 
Gill on the part of clubs whom 
one would expect to be con- 
cerned about the present issues' 
Implications, e.g. the Sociology- 
Anthropology Club, the 
Political Science - Economics 
Club, the Debating Union, etc. 
The structure already exists 
for deep self-scrutiny and self- 
criticism here at McGill. I can 
only interpret the sterility of 
traditional campus clubs — with 
some exceptions — to a lack 
of imagination, imagination un- 
quickened by a vigorously em- 
ployed comparative study from 
which an understanding of Mc- 
Gill's similarities and distincti- 
veness among all other Univer- 
sities might become clear.

Open mind 

Sir, 

I protest the summoning be- 
fore the Senate Discipline Com- 
mittee of the thirty students 
who broke into Dr. Robertson's 
office last Thursday night. 

Though I feel their "break- 
in" was a big mistake, these 
people were demanding conces- 
sions that they believed would 
result i n the betterment of the 
student society. In this way 
they were fighting for the rights 
of the student body and it 
should be this same student 
body who judges if these stu- 
dents arc to be punished. The 
administration has claimed the 
right to try three students held 
responsible for the publishing 
of the column Boll Weevils on 
November 3, because this arti- 
cle was published under a ban- 
ner bearing the name McGill. 
In the same way the Students' 
Council should claim the right 
to judge those who acted in 
what they believed was the 
name of the Students' Society. 
Any renumeration to the admi- 
nistration for material damage 
or inconvenience caused should 
be charged to the Students' So- 
ciety of which the thirty stu- 
dents are a part. 

I myself do not or never will 
believe in confrontation tactics 
to achieve one's demands. My 



reason is that decisions made as 
a result of forceful means are 
generally only useful for the 
present circumstances and sel- 
dom anticipate future crises 
(e.g. the administration's invi- 
tation to allow two voting del- 
gates on the Senate Discipline 
Committee. What if the next 
crisis is over a raise in fees ? 
What good arc these voting 
delegates then?) However I 
respect the views of those who 
felt that direct confrontation 
was the only thing possible in 
this current crisis. One must 
concede that the administration 
is now acutely aware of stu- 
dent unrest and that changes 
are urgently needed. Even a re- 
latively conservative person, 
such as myself, should acknow- 
ledge that student, voice on ad- 
ministrative committee is an 
inevitable consequence of the 
democratic ideals of our society. 

I have one final point. Demo- 
cracy Implies that everyone is 
free to express what he feels 
(within the bounds of the norms 
of the society). Dialogue bet- 
ween opposing views is also im- 
portant and though I did not 
support the sit-in I spent three 
pleasant and enriching hours 
there on Tuesday night discuss- 
ing my ideas with those whose 
ideas differed from mine. To 
those who today at the "rally" 
in front of the Arts Building 
were shouting "Soap, soap, 
soap!" and "Wash, wash, wash!" 
to speakers whose ideas they 
did not agree with, I recom- 
mend that you get some soap 
and wash those cobwebs out of 
your dormant minds.

Some students of McGUl have 
again shown why strong argu- 
ments could be presented for 
administration control over 
their actions. On one hand, we 
find those who ignored the 
SDU's call to end the sit-in, and 
broke into Dr. Robertson's of- 
fice. We appreciate the neces- 
sity - of peaceful disobedience 
for the purpose of securing Ju- 
risdiction over certain matters, 
but it is inevitable that violent 
and extreme measures may 
jeopardize progress made in 
many areas, and may even bring 
discredit upon the great major- 
ity of those condoning peaceful, 
but nevertheless, effective and 
immediate changes. The Admi- 
nistration had acted with a great 
amount of good sense in modify- 
ing their position, and we feel a 
fair and useful compromise, at 
that moment, had- been reach- 
ed; however, these students had 
not finished playing. 

On the other hand, are the 
mindless sheep, the so-called 
"rightists", the majority of 
whom seem to have little inter- 
est in the issues and principles 
involved, or, if they have a 
case, do not present it intel- 
ligently, but instead, used the 
events of last week, as an ex- 
cuse for spouting the old cli- 
chés about "beardos" and 
"commies" and as a justifica- 
tion for senseless and petty 
shows of immaturity. These 
'"students" demonstrated how 
intelligent their opposition 
could be to the demonstrators, 
when they threw eggs at speak- 
ers, blocked the administration 
building toilets, and yelled 
"Soap" and- "Faggot" at Fri- 
day's gathering, to speakers 
who tried to explain the de- 
monstrators' positions. It is in- 
deed very understandable why 
these particular individuals 
would object to student parti- 
cipation at the higher levels of 
university administration, for 
they must realize their inabili- 
ty to represent campus at a mat- 
ure, responsible and intelligent 
level. 

The one unfortunate thing 
about this sad state of affairs, 
is that those students who are 
genuinely and seriously interest- 
ed in guaranteed student self- 
government in all non-academic 
matters, are caught in the mid- 
dle. Those who earnestly want a

Slow revenge

Whether one has looked at 
the events of the last few days 
through the ideological blink- 
ers of the Right or the Left;

Now generally accept- 
ing the status quo, the prob- 
lems they pursue arc not so 
much the real issues of society, 
as they are those dictated by 
their new clients. 



crated If they demand .a re- 
structuring of the system. The 
Senate has made several state- 
ments. - But a speech Is not a 
policy; nor a resolution, a set- 
tlement. To discover in oneself 
limitation may be to evade 
other serious deficiencies; a 
confession, but a kind of ex- 
cuse for partial honesty. 

The Administration's inability 
• to deal with the situation cul- 
minated in a confession of In- 
competency in the ushering-in 
of the police. Thrown into a 
state of siege, with the campus 
gates closed, students climbed 
the walls of their own univer- 
sity to get inside. A lecturer 
now wears a neck brace; a 
young girl in first year, a billy- 
club wound over her eye; a 
score of others were clubbed, 
kicked and thrown around. Two 
have been arrested on common 
assault and another for ob- 
structing justice. The reaction 
from the Administration was 
hardly paternal as one would 
expect under the locus parcntl 
they flaunt before us : 

"Police violence never ap- 
peared . . . and everything the 
policemen did was first approv- 
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And, most alarming, the un- 
constitutional, internationally il- 
legal, and inhumane war in 
Southeast Asia. There is no 
doubt that L. B. Johnson's cha- 
racter is subject to a severely 
critical judgement along with 
that of every citizen of the 
U.S.A. and of the world who 
supports him. I am certain, 
beyond reasonable doubt that 
those responsible for this war 
could be tried on the principles 
of Nuremburg. 

Considering this, let me turn 
to the Dally article. I read It, 
and felt that as I progressed 
through it. that it was present- 
ed in a believable manner. The 
ending was not, In my mind, 
completely outrageous. The age 
in which we live appears to have 
the unbelievable as its reality. 
If it is possible to defile the 
living with modern instruments 
of war, is it not possible of 
defile the dead ? 

I did not believe the article 
to be true, but that it could 
be true and would have to be 
substantiated. If it were true, 
it would be important that it 
would have come out. If false, 
then it was a great shame to

Instead of imputing varying 
measures of responsibility to 
those with power; Instead of ed- 
ucating those who arc not 
aware that their actions have 
structural consequences upon 
the rest of society; instead of 
revealing the ways in which 
their personal troubles arc con- 
nected with public issues; — 
research projects arc confined 
to the realms of parsimony, 
marginalia, or as tools for the 
Ideological justification o f 
authority. How often have we 
heard McGill professors speak 
out publicly about the Negro In 
Halifax, the questions of con- 
flict, the nature of the laws 
emanating from Quebec city; 
the poor or the estranged. Fin- 
ancial subordination to corpora- 
tion and government has stifled 
academic freedom on this camp- 
us. McGill University has giv- 
en up its moral and political 
autonomy. This is the real cris- 
is on this campus. 

Independence, originality and 
therefore dissent; these 
words work the progress, they 
stamp the character of our civil- 
ization as once they did that 
of Athens in flowers. From Lu- 
ther In 1517 to Spinoza grind- 
ing lenses, from Huguenot weav- 
ers and Quaker ironmasters to 
the Puritans founding Harvard, 
and from Newton's religious 
heresies to the calculated uni- 
verse of Eddington, the proud 
movements of history have 
been begun by unconforming 
men. Dissent is the native act- 
ivity of all those pursuing truth 
and If that Is cut off, what Is 
left will not even be a man. 
Has there ever been a society 
which has died of dissent? 
Several have died of conformity 
in bur lifetime. 

Yet, within this university 
dissent is no longer seen as the 
mark of freedom; originality 
and independence arc not tol-

If you want to shock 
people into action I am sure 
you could find adequate mate- 
rial bearing on the real issues 
in order to try your own skill 
as a satirist. 

Democratization of the univer- 
sity, discussed in Mark Wison 
and John Fcketc's brief and 
supported by the S.D.U., is now 
denied by these very people. 
The principle was that everyone 
who was affected by the uni- 
versity should have a fair share 
in the decision-making process. 
We, the students, must reco- 
gnize that the administration, 
faculty, staff, taxpayer, and pu- 
blic-at-largc arc also entitled 
to their fair share, if we arc 
entitled to ours. It is now very 
clear that the S.D.U. has mis- 
represented itself.

What it takes 

Toronto, who finished the 1000 
campaign with a 5-1 won-lost re- 
cord and a first-place tie with 
Queen's Golden Gaels but lost 
the Yates Trophy playoff 50-7, 
overpowered the Redmen In an 
exhibition of efficient football. 

Their ball-carriers were led

The Redmen tried ■ hard 
throughout the cold, grey after- 
noon to hold the Blues but were 
simply outclassed by their op- 
ponents. Even after head coach 
Tom Mooncy replaced Wall with 
second-stringer Steve Rcld in 
the novel shotgun formation, the 
Redmen's offence remained stall- 
ed. 

"I don't know what was wrong 
with us," Mooney sold In the 
dressing room after the game. 
"We thought we were ready." 

Mooney said the Redmen were 
hurt early by the Blues' power- 
ful scoring attack which ran up 
leads of 13-0 at the end of the 
first quarter and 27-0 at half- 
time. 

"When you have a losing com- 
plex, when you've lost as often 
as we have, it's hard to get out 
of the rut." 

Mooney, handicapped by a lack
